Tbs Probability o« Farther Nows from 
Bio. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—This, morning 


or during the day Secretary Herbert 
will receive a detailed report from Ad- 
miral Benham concerning the critical 
diplomatic situation at Bio Janeiro; 
provided, of course, that telegraph 
lines are in operation and nothing in- 
terferes with the transmission of the 
message which the admiral will file or 
has already filed. In addition to the 
regnlar official report, which the ad- 
miral will send by mail, Secretary 
Herbert has cabled him to send a de- 
tailed report by wire and at the lat- 
est

send it by way of Panama and Galves- 
ton, a somewhat longer but much 
cheaper route than the Atlantic cable. 
There is a possibility that the report 
may be received in theearly hours of the 
morning, and the contingency has been 
provided Ior in the arrangements for 
the Immediate translation of the dis- 
patch from the naval cipher in which it 
will be sent. The admiral IS directed 
to report fully the occurrence of Mon- 
day, 
particularly with reference to the 


shots fired. Up to a late hour Tues- 
day night neither Secretary Herbert 
nor Secretary Gresham had received 
anything additional from Eio to the 
message from Benham delivered to 
Secretary Herbert at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day evening. 
Statements that more United States 


ships of war will probably go to Rio 
to support the fleet there are merely 
speculations. Nothlmr of thn sort has 
been considered nor even suggested. 
Secretary Herbert said last night that 
the American fleet now at Rio is ample 
for the protection of American inter- 
ests and there is no necessity for In- 
creasing it. 
In answer to a question whether he 


had received anything that Indicated 
the speedy end of the insurrection, 
Secretary Herbert said he had nothing 
positive or deflalte on the subject. It 
is believed at the navy department and 
the state department, however, that 
Admiral Benham's decesive action In 
breaking the blockade against Ameri- 
can merchantmen marks the begin- 
ning of the end, and that the over- 
throw of the Insurgents will be accom- 
plished In a very short space of time, 


Senor Mendonca. the Brazilian min- 


ister, has received n news from his 
government about the new aspect of 
things at the Brazilian capital. He 
said he did not care to dismiss the situ- 
ation In its present state because of the 
serious diplomatic questions involving 
tht United States goverment.

He 
had carried on » swindling business 
for a long time, defrauding

colored people out of their savings by 
making them believe that what they 
gave him was a part tmyment on a 
home for them. Afterivard he would 
tell them that they had been beaten 
out of their rights by some technicality 
of the law. One of his last real estate 
transactions in the city, and the one 
which finally landed him behind the 
bars, was a transaction with a Mrs. 
CharSstte Mittleberger, by which Al- 
exander was to secure to himself a 
quitclaim deed to three lots with 
houses on them at the corner of 
Cooper street and Pattison avenue. 
Mrs. Mittleberger was a German wo- 
man and could not speak Englisb. 
Alexander, pretending to have a buyer 
at 11 000 for one of the lots, took a 
naper to her to sign, saying that It was 
a deed to the one lot, and paid her »300 
on It, It was a quit-claim deed to all 
the lota and houses valued at $8,000. 
Alexander was Indicted by the grand 
lory tn May, 18*8, one month after the 
transaction, and was convicted in Jan-

WASHiKQTOir, Feb. 1.—Earnest ef- 


torts have been made to obtain the 
text of Adm' il Benham's dispatches 
to Secretary., erbert. As far as the cab- 
inet officers are concerned before whom 
they were laid In extenso .Tuesday, It 
is said on good authority that they saw 
no objection to their being made pub- 
Jlc. The president, however, It Is un- 
derstood, 13 of a different opinion and 
consequently the Important Informa- 
tion contained In these cable messages 
as to the action of the admiral com- 
manding the United States fleet and 
the motives that Instigated 11 will re- 
main a state secret for the present. 
Some privileged congressmen who have 
seen the story as told by Benham are 
emphatic in the assertion that there Is 
no mention in the dispatches of any 
surrender b?

A United Press reporter was told by 


an authority that when Admiral Ben- , 
ham's message is made public tt will be 
very disappointing to those who looked 
for'a. sensation of the first water. The 
news that the Peixoto government had 
refused payment for the Ericsson De- 
stroyer is no surprise to the navy de- 
| partment. When she was purchased 


for the Brazilian government one of 
the most distinguished naval experts 
said she was more fit for a navy

The report that an officer and a blue

Brought Before the House Friday.

WASHlKOioif. Feb. 1.—The question 


of the repeal of the 10-ner-cent tax on 
state banks, which has been agitated 
throughout this congress by a large 
contingent of southern and western 
members, will be brought to a focus In 
the house committee on. banking and 
currency to-morrow. Several bills In- 
volving this step are before the commit- 
tee, but It has been decided to take a 
vote on the bill drawn by Representa- 
tive Cox, of Tennessee, which is for an 
unconditional repeal. 
This question was diseuased In the 


committee thoroughly last session and 
the various bills were explained by 
their authors. It developed In the dis- 
cussions that the committee Is very 
much divided on the banking question, 
and on the vote of one or two members 
whose position Is In doubt depends the 
fate of the bill In Its first stage. Judge 
Cos says that the bill will certainly be 
reported, either for the unconditional 
repeal of the tax or repeal with some 
limitations. After It has been reported, 
he says, It will be pushed in the house 
as soon as the right of way has been 
obtained for It. 
This bill will be the first important 


measure emanating from the banking 
and currency committee In this CPU- 
(rress. Chairman Springer of the com- 
mittee has embodied in the form of a 
bill his scheme lor a uniform banking 
system, but has done so rather to brine 
the whole matter before the commit- 
tee and effect an expression of views 
than with the expectation that his 
Ideas will be crystallized into legis- 
lation.
